muſt be the work of Faith, to 
take and eat, to take and drink, 
VYhat ?

In it we have had the 
higheſt and rhe falleſt demontſtratt= 
ons of his Love to us; Greater love 
than this hath no man, that a man lay 
down his life for his friends. V Vhy 
ſuch love there was 1n the heart -of 
Chritt to poor finners, as to lay down 
his life for them. Hereby perceive we 
' the love of God, ſays the Apoſtle 
Johs , becauſe he laid down his life for 
as, 1 John 3. 16. -Ay, here was a” 
full demonſtration of it indeed; "Fhliis 
was a demonſtration of that love 
which was in the heart of Chriit from 
Eternity to poor ſinners. O wonder- - 
ful Love that he ſhould open his 
Breaſt to receive into his own -heart- 
the ſharp point of that: ſword which 
was directed againft us. V Vhere 
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love? Rather than we ſhould be 
cacrifices to Divine Juſtice, he him-

Have we had {uch demonſtrations 
of his love repreſented to us in this 
Ordinance ?

8. We are to walk more inquili- 
tively, that 1s to ſay, more upon the 
{earch and enquiry, not ſo much into 
the affairs and concerns of others, as 
into the frames, and conditions, and - 


-affairs of our own Souls. Many are 


buſy in making their reflexions and 
obſervations upon others, and in the 
mean time overlook themſelves. The 
Mind hath many turnings, but the 
beſt is, when 1t turns in and reflects 
upon it felf. This was holy David's. 
way and practice, Pſal. 77. 6. I com 
rune with wy own heart, and-my ſpirit 
made ailigent ſexrch, Ay, this 6s a 
commendable . walk indeed, when 
we are much in communing with 
our own hearts, enquiring how mat- 
ters go there. As the wiſe and pru- 
dent , and careful Tradeſman 1s of- 
ten looking into his Accounts, that 


he 
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he may know how it js with him}, 
wherher he goes backward or for- 
ward 1n the World. So ſhould we 
be often looking into our hearts, that 


we may know how it 3s with us, 


whether we go backward or for- 
wards 1n our Souls. "That we may 
' know what our loſſes have been.and 
what our gains have been. This is 
4 walking that 1s pleaſing to God, 
as 1s evident. from the many Injun-

Truly as this s necellary. before 

we venture upon. this Ordinance, {0 
if is as neceſlary after we have ,par- 
raken of it.

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a Man eat and drink, and fo let him 
examine himſelf. An after refleCti- 
on 1s as neceſſary as. a previous exa» 
mination. We examine our ſelves 
before, in order to receive good.

Afﬀter our performance of 
any duty we {ſhould be upon the 
enquiry what good we have got ? 
"This *Queſtzon we ſhould pur to 
our felves , after every Prayer we 
make, afrer every Sermon we hear , 
after every tinke we Communicate, 
at the end of every Duty, and at 
the end of every day. We have 
been lately partaking of this Ordi- 
nance of the Lords _uring and as 
we are frequently exhorted to Cxa- 
mine our ſelves betore we fit down 
at this Ordinance ; So the Exhorta- 
tron now 18 to examine - our ſelves 
after we are riſen from it. What 
Warmth of AﬀeCttion had we 1n it ? 
. -and not only fo, But what Warmth

that Heat and Warmth in'a great 


meaſure abated , and loſt already?
